SALT AIR, SUNSHINE AND

It would appear, from what we know 
of the life history of

house fly and from what remedial ex­ 
perimentation has already been car­ 
ried ou, that it is perfectly feasible 
for cities and towns to 
reduce 
the 
numbers of these annoying and dan­ 
gerous insects so greatly as to ren­ 
der them of comparatively slight ac­ 
count. 
The health 
departm ents 
of 
most of our cities have the authority 
to 
abate 
nuisances 
dangerous 
to 
health, and it is easy for the health 
authorities of any city to formulate 
rules concerning the construction and 
care of stables and the keeping and 
disposal of manure which, if enforced, 
will do away with the house-fly nuis­ 
ance. 
Such a series of 
rules 
was 
formulated in the spring of 11106 by 
the Health Depart meat of the city of 
Asheville, N. C., and an effort is be­ 
ing made during this summer to see 
that they are enforced. On the 3d of 
May. 1006, tile Health Department of 
the District of Columbia also issued a 
series of orders of this nature, on tho 
authority of the Commissioners of the 
District, and these orders, which may 
well serve as a model to oilier com­ 
munities desiring to undertake similar 
measures, may be briefly condensed 
as follows: 
All stalls in which animals are kept 
shall have the surface of the ground 
covered with a water-tight floor. Ev­ 
ery person occupying a building where 
domestic animals are kept shall main­ 
tain, in connection therewith, a bin or 
pit for the reception of manure, and, 
pending the removal from the prem­ 
ises of the manure from the animal or 
animals, shall place such manure in 
said bin or pit, Tills bin shall be so 
constructed as to exclude rain water, 
and shall in all other 
respects 
be 
water tight except as it may be con­ 
nected with the public sewer. It shall 


be provided Brith a suitable cover and 
constructed so as to prevent the in­ 
gress and egress of flies. 
No person 
owning a stable shall keep any man­

No person shall remove or transport 
any manure oyer any public highway 
in any of the’ more densely populated 
parts of the district except in a tight 
vehicle which, lf not Inclosed, must be 
effectually covered with canvas, so as 
to prevent the manure 
from being 
dropped. 
No person 
shall 
deposit 
manure removed from the bins or pits 
within any of the more densely popu­ 
lated parts of the District without a 
permit from the health officer. 
Any 
person violating any of the provisions 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be pun­ 
ished by a fine of not more -than 940 
for eacli offense. 
As with all such measures, the test

these regulations have not been well 
enforced, owing

small corps of inspectors allowed to 
the health department, and to other 
more pressing work.

What are the reasons for the frequent­ 
ly observed beneficial effects of 
an 
ocean voyage, or a stay at the seaside? 
Professors Zuntz of lierlin and Durlg 
of Vienna—both well known European 
experts in physiology, who have de­ 
voted much energy to the study of the 
effects of high altitudes 
on 
man— 
have given 
some 
consideration 
to 
these questions. In the course of an 
ocean voyage from Germany to the 
Canary Islands and return they made 
careful 
observations 
on 
pulse-rate, 
body temperature, etc. Despite the in­ 
vigorating nature of the trip, 
these 
fundamental bodily features were not 
found altered in any detectable uni­ 
form degree. 
This corresponds with 
what has been observed in investiga­ 
tions at seaside resorts 
where 
the 
travel factor Ih exclr ’ed, but the at­ 
mospheric conditions are similar 
in 
many ways, says The Journal of the 
American Medical Association. Neith­ 
er such conditions, nor the 
tropics,

An abundance 
of direct sunlight, especially iii some 
of the widely visited health resorts, 
has always claimed a due share of 
the credit ascribed to tho invigorating 
l climate. We read of the days of balmy 
sunshine. 
Careful scientific observa­ 


tions have not disclosed any bodily 
changes due to this cause.

G.A. VETERANS RUSH 
APPLICATIONS FOR 
<1 A DAY PENSIONS 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, May 17.—Hon- 
dreds of applications for increase in 
pensions under the new law, signed 
last Saturday by President Taft, are 
being rushed to W ashington and a 
big increase will be made in the total 
paym ents to Veterans here on Sep­ 
tem ber pension day. 
The next payment comes about the 
middle of June. Officials say there 
is sm all chance of any increase be­ 
ing made by that date. 
It is estim ated that more than 90 
per cent of the 4500 men here are en­ 
titled to an advance. 
About th irty veterans of the Mex­ 
ican w ar have only to send on their 
records and formal application to be 
placed on the pension rolls a t $30 a 
month. 
Many successful applications have 
been forwarded to the bureau on or­ 
dinary stationery.
